ANECDOTE 
OF 
OLIVER CRUMWELL, 





Ir is a singular circumstance and ng® histori. 
cally known, that this cruel and extraordinary man 
hati, at x very early period of his life, a bloody 
quarrel with that priace, whom he afterwards, at 
the head of the republican party, caused to be be. 
headed on the scafiuld, The occasion of the quar. 
rei was this, about three vears after the accession 
of king James the VIth to the throne of England, 
the earl of Mar, who had the charge of his majes. 
ty’s second son, Charles duke of A'bany, at the 
palace of Dunfermiine, Scotland, received a com. 
mission to bring his royal pupil te London, and, on 
his way thither, to pass some days at Huntington, 
atihe house of Richard Oliver, the father of the fa. 
mous Oliver, and wbo was married to a daughter of 
sit Kichard Stuart, of Ely, whose ancestor sprung 
trom the royal family of Scotland,in the reign of 
Robert Hl. It is observeable thit, Oh account of 
this relationship, king James himself also spent two 
days at Richard Cromwell’s house, on his way from 
Scotland. In compliance with his instructions, the 
earl of Mar, and his young royal charge, did pass 
several days at Huntington, during which Charles 
aiid Oliver, who were nearly of the same age, had 
several skirmishes, Waiking one day in the gar. 
den, their differences rose so high, that a boxing
